The Director of Enrollments is 
one of the positions created by 
Chancellor Christensen as part of 
the campus reorganizations. The 
recommendation that the office be 
established was based on the 
findings of the special task force on 
enrollments chaired by Dan Mc-

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Arriving Students Face Scarce Housin

As any one of the hundieds of 
UCSC students still looking for off- 
campus housing can easily tell you, 
finding a place toJive in Santa Cruz 
is no longer an easy thing to do. | 
The steady growth of UCSC 
enrollments and the growing 
population of Santa Cruz as a 
whole have combined to push the 
demand for housing well ahead: of 
the supply. 


Many of the members of the task 
force on enrollments were ap- 
pointed to the search committee by 
Chancellor Christensen. Those who 
served on the committee were 
Bruce Rosenblum who held the 
position of Chairman, Lee Duffus 
ex-acting assistant to the Chan- 
cellor of Student Services, Rosa 
Maria Gomez, coordinator of the 
office of Affirmative Action, Arthur 
Pearl, Professor of Education, 
Carmen Grey and Ben Krupp, both 
students. Provost Niebank was also 
asked to be part of the Committee 
but declined. In an irregular ap- 
pointment by Chairman Rosem- 
blum, Provost Herman Blake was 
asked to serve in Niebank’s stead. 


During the committee’s tenure 
numerous discrepencies were 
pointed out by different members 
who declined to be quoted. Those 
most commonly recognized were 
the actions of Chairman Rosen- 
blum. Rosenblum is alleged to have 
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Returning students’ observations 
that rents seem to be higher and 
rentals scarcer than ever are 
confirmed by statistics compiled by 
UGSC's housing. -office,...The 
. UCSC student will be 
paying $100 per month in rent this 
year, @ 25% increase over last year. 
The city’s housing vacancy rate is 
less than 1%, far smaller than the 3- 
4% considered normal for a city 
this size.

withheld from the selection 
committee letters of recom- 
mendation submitted to the 
Chancellor on behalf of Roberto 
Rubalcava. Among the twenty 
letters were an assortment of 
recommendations from _ both 
educational and political figures 
throughout the state acquainted 
with the EOP. There was also a 
letter submitted by the USCS 
Financial Aids Officer. 


Rosenblum’s judgement was also 
questioned with regard to the 
“random’’ solicitation of faculty 
members’ feelings and comments 
of Rubalcava. The only faculty 
contacted were from Stevenson 
College. (Note: Two years ago EOP 
students attacked and asked for the 
resignation of former Vice 
Chancellor FMG Wilson because of 
his plans to dismantle the EOP. 
While Vice Chancellor Wilson also 
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at least partially traced to the 
steady growth of .UCSC 
enrollments, which has taken place 
without @ corresponding increase in 
‘On-campus hOusthg-facilities. There 
will be almost 6000 students at- 
tending the University this fall, a 
6% increase over the last year. 
However, the last housing facilities 
to be constructed on campus were 
those at Kresge, which opened in 
the Fall of 1973.

David Saxon Speaks To UCSC Affiliates 


David S. Saxon made his first 
visit to the campus in his new 
Capacity as President of the 
University of California system. 
Saxon took office as of July 1st, 
replacing Charles Hitch. 

As a guest speaker at the UCSC 
Affiliates Annual Fall dinner, the 
U.C.’s chief executive delivered a 
speech which touched upon many 
elements of campus and com- 
munity relations. 

The Affiliates is an organization 
composed of concerned members 
of the community interested in the 
development of community 
relations. with the University. 

After listening to the enchanting 
music of Kilpatrick’s Mariachis 
throughout the dinner, Christensen 
introduced Saxon as a longtime 
friend. 

“| got a chance to know Dave 
when | became Vice Chancellor at 
U.C. Berkeley’, said Christensen as 
“one of the most highly respected 
Administrators in the U.C. 
system.’’Since two of his six 
daughters have been sent through 
UCSC” added Christensen, ‘‘It 
makes it difficult to cover up this 
campus's problems with glittering 
generalities.”’ ’ 

In his speech, Saxon expressed 
his renewed confidence in the 
University after his recent visit to 
the nine campuses. ‘| was im- 
pressed with the enormous talent 
and capacity of the faculty, 


students and _ staff, 
enormous strength of 
stitution.” 


Also present at the dinner was 
former Chancellor McHenry. With 
referance to McHenry as UCSC’'s 
founding father Christensen said 
that the vision Dean McHenry 
turned into reality 10 years ago has 
been proven. There is no question 
that the dream McHenry had was a 
right dream.’’Both Christensen and 
Saxon agreed that the University 
has caused great tensions in the

community. And, that the campus 
has placed strains upon the city’s 
equlibrium. Citizens might _feel 
“they are paying a great deal for the 
Cultural and intellectual benefits a 
University campus can bring” as 
Saxon put it. Shattered dreams of 
projected enrollments of 27,500 
students have failed to materialize 
and the current goal of ‘6,000 for 
this year is less than one fourth of 
the original planning goal.’ But the 
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College, now under construction, 
‘will provide some relief. However, 
the residence halls are not 
scheduled to open until Fall 1976, 
and thus will provide no solution to 
this year’s problem. In the 
meantime Oakes students wanting 
to live on campus are being housed 
at College Five and in the Married 


Student Apartments, putting 
additional pressure on these 
facilities. 


The college hardest hit by the 
housing crunch is College Eight. 
This, the newest of UCSC’s 
colleges, has no buildings of its 
own and is not likely to get any in 
the near future. Capital funds for 
College Eight construction were 
once again cut from the state 
budget this year and it is uncertain 
when, if ever, the college will be 
built. 

College Eight’s problems were 
compounded when it lost the 
housing spaces whcih had been 
temporarily allocated to it at Merrill

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Following are brief descriptions 
of the various programs offered by 
Volunteer Service: 

The Buddy Program attempts to 
match by interest a man or woman, 
one who can be a friend and 
helpmate with a child who does not 
have such a person on his or her 
life. All different kinds of men and 
women are needed, with varying 
interests and skills. You can be 
married or single, a parent or 
childless. Expensive outings are not 
necessary. The time is the most 
important part of the relationship 
between the buddy and the child. 
Activities may range from baseball, 
riding bikes, cooking , to picnics, 
walking and singing. 

The Transportation Program 
needs many volunteers. Members 
drive the elderly and indigent to 
drivers are automatically covered 
by excess liability insurance after 
they complete a driver registration 
form. Limite Js are ayailable to 
those’ needing mileage reim- 
bursements. _ 

The English Language Program 
has a section for both adults and 
children. The program for adults 
teaches English to foreign and 
native born, using the Laubach 
teaching materials, EACH ONE 
TEACH ONE. No previous teaching 
experience is required and 
volunteers teach after a_ brief 
training period. 

The program for children teaches 
conversational English to 4 and 5 
year olds. An attempt is made to 
provide the child with enough 
English so that they will not be 
terror-stricken by the first school 
experience. After a training session, 
the volunteer works with the child 
on a one-to-one basis. 

Friends in Contact volunteers of 
all ages visit both men and women 
in the County jail, and the men at 
the Sheriff's Rehabilitation Center 
in Watsonville. Volunteers go in 
two or three at a time to locate 
supplies for inmates and they at- 
tempt to provide contacts with 
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is the purpose of the Friendly 

Visting Program. Often these 
elderly people live an_ isolated 
existence, with little contact with 
the community. These people have 
much to offer from their own lives, 
and many have a rich store of 
knowledge about the history of 
Santa Cruz, having lived through 
the changes here. 

After a brief training session to 
be familiarized with the problems of 
aging, volunteers visit an elderly 
person for_an hour or two each 
week, sometimes doing small 
errands or providing trips to the 
doctor. 

The’ Court Referral Prograr 
involves people who are referred by 
the Municipal Court of Santa Cruz 
for offenses such as petty theft, 
drunk driving, and other 
misdemeanors, to do community 
work in place of a monetary fine or 
incarceration. It is a _ positive 
alternative to lock up, and affords 
the referral an opportunity to work 
with an organization in Santa’ Cruz 
doing valuable community work. 

In addition to all of these ser- 
vices, desk workers are always 
needed in the Santa Cruz and 
Watsonville Volunteer Service 
offices. These volunteers @nswer 
the telephone, act as receptionists 
and clerks, dispatch volunteers and 
help people find the proper 
resource when Volunteer Service is 
unable to meet the need.

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Costs Of Officials’ Housing Disclosed 


Figures disclosing the costs of 
rent-free housing for top USCS 
Officials were recently released by 
the California State Auditor 
General.” 

The report, dated June 10th but 
not released until the week before 
last, was compiled by former state 
auditor general Harvey Rose. The 
report gives details of the homes 
provided to 22 officials by the 

niveksity of California and the 
Calitecthia State University and 

ollege system. 

As well as dealing with the State 
University and College system, the 
report hasa sizeable portion dealing 
exclusively with the rent-free 
residences on the Santa Cruz 
campus. It states that ‘‘at UC Santa 
Cruz, the campus Chancellor's five- 
bedroom, 4 and % bath residence 
has 7,999 square feet and is valued 
at $172,656, not counting the land: 
It contains $4,483 worth of tur- 
nishings, and $9,995 is spent on 
maintainence each year. 

It also noted that this campus’s 
Chancellor Christensen receives a 


yearly entertainment allowance. 

Also included are the provost 
residences at the six completed 
colleges: the homes’ value, the 
value of taxpayer provided fur- 
ishings, and the yearly main- 
‘tainence costs. 

The report states: Merrill College, 
$156,770, $2,665, $1,928; Kresge 
College, $126,458, $3,515, $1,102; 
Cowell College, $81,574, $2,811, 
$3,320; Stevenson College, 
$68,878, $5,734, $3,134; Crown 
College, $54,467, $9,852, $1,807; 
and College V, $24,170, $328, and 
$1,184. 

Provost salaries range from 
$24,000 to $35,000 per year. 

Even though the Chancellor and 
the provosts do not pay rent for 
these homes, Rose included that 
the rental value is deterngined an 
added to each.administrator’s 
salary for the purpose of computing 
retirement. This is done to make 
each eligible for a higher pension. It 
was not disclosed as to whether 
these administrators are required to 
file their rent waiver as income for 


salary of $47,000 and gets a $7,500 income tax purposes.

In the case of 
construction, all of the homes were 
paid for through the various college 
endowment funds. Furnishings in 
most cases have come from the 
same monies. Maintainence of the 
Provosts’ homes is paid for through 
the Student Facilities Fee. The 
Student Facilities Fee is a $16 
assessment made per student per 
quarter to pay for general student 
facilities, and their maintainence.

REPAIRS 

The law requires every landlord to keep the rented premises in a 
“tenantable’’ state of repair. (If however, the tenant has expressly 
assumed the obligation to maintain and repair, then the requirements 
described below do not apply.) In order to be ina tenantable condition, an 
apartment must have: 

1) Effective protection against the elements. 

2) Plumbing facilities which function properly, including hot and cold 
water and sewage disposal. * 

3) Working heating facilities. 

4) Properly maintained electrical wiring. , 

5) Sanitary building and grounds, free from debris, filth, rodents, etc. 

6) Adequate garbage receptacles. 

7) Floors, stairways and railings in good repair. 

The landlord does not have the above obligations, however, if the tenant 
has caused any of the untenantable conditions. 

If the landlord fails to repair within a reasonable time (depending on the 
conditon) after notice by the tenant, the tenant has the right to have 
certain repairs (as outlined above) made independently and deduct the 
cost from his next month’s rent, up to an amount equal to one month’s 
rent. 

While many standard leases and rental agreements provide for a waiver 
of these rights (California Civil Code sections 1941 and 1942), such a 
waiver is VOID and the tenant retains all Statutory rights provided by these 
sections. In addition, the tenant is protected for at least 60 days from 
eviction or rent increase through the landlord's retaliation for the tenant's 
exercise of these rights.(3)

I’m not ashamed to admit that I, 
like many of you, spent part of my 
summer in the smog capital of the 
west. During the visit | was able to 
explore some of the southlands 
finest (in addition to the poorest) 
stage productions. 

Drama can be invigorating, it can 
take you somewhere you've never 
been and it can tell you of an era so 
you'll never forget. 


“Purlie’, while berated in the ~ 


L.A. Times as a musical for those 
who can overcome its stereotypic 
portrayals guides the audience to 
an understanding of the basis of 
these roles. 

‘Are You Now Or Have You Ever 
Been”’ tells the truth. It examines an 
era of United States history that the 
Watergate generation doesn’t 
remember. 


Purlie, adapted from Purlie 
Victorious, starring Robert 
Guillaume and Patti Jo, tells the 
story of a Blaek community, not too 
long ago, according to the program 
notes. The community is a familiar 
one. There’s the white Ol’ Cap’n 
who happens to own the store, 
fields, houses and church. Purlie is 
the Preacher in Big Bethal, a 
country church in south Georgia. 
Purlie is also a bit of a hustler and 
con man. 


The music could be called Gospel 
Rock. With the exception of a few 
numbers all songs were of merit.

**Are You Now Or Have You Ever 
Been”’ is the grueling story of the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee investigation into the 
entertainment industry from 1947- 
1958. If the title were to be com- 
pleted it would read; Are you now 
or have you ever been a member of 
the Communist Party? Its not 4 
coincidence that this play strikes 
the viewer as painfully real since all 
the dialog except the final passage 
comes directly from the official 
transcripts. The ending is a quote 
from Brecht. 


The acting is tight, polished and 
totally credible. The cast includes 
Phillip R. Allen, Bryon Morrow 
(Sting, Johnny Got His Gun, etc.), 
Allan Garfield (Nashville), M. 
Emmet Walsh, and many other 
accomplished actors. It was 
directed by Emmy Awards 
Nominee William Devane. 


Today the fifties have come to 
mean cruising, ducktails, bobby 
socks, drive-in movies and carefree 
living. Richard Nixon is remem- 
bered for his ‘checkers speech” 
not as one of the vicious few at- 
tempting to restrict Constitutional 
rights. 


Eric Bently, the author, or more 
accurately, complier explains the 
continuing relevance of the fifties 
by quoting Chairman Wood with 
the following: 


“If, by any action of this Com- 
mittee, we could be instrumental in 
eliminating from the field of public 
entertainment the view. of people, 
particularly the youth, who decline 
to answer a question as to whether 
they are members of the Com- 
munist Party, it would make me 
extremely happy.” 


‘Are You Now. . .” is not an easy 
play to sit through. It haunts. It 


‘brings back memories for many 


whose careers were challenged and 
destroyed. It means pain and 
suffering. It is a time to be 
remembered and remembered.

The Chicken Book / Little, Brown 
and Company; 384 pp. $12.95 
Page Smith — Charles Daniel 

Authors of the treatise are two 
UCSC professors, historian Page 
Smith and biologist Charles Daniel. 
As academicians, the authors 
found that they had ‘‘stumbled 
upon several important discoveries.

Currently the bus fee for one continuous ride including a transfer if 
needed is $.25. One may also pay a daily fee of $.50 which allows the rider 
to ride as many times as he or she wants. The SCMTD also sells commuter 
ticket books which are good for 10 rides and cost $2.00. Another option is 
to buy a $10.00 monthly pass which allows the holder to ride the bus to 
their little hearts content (or as frequently as desired). 

The 10 ride commuter tickets may be bought from any bus driver while 
the monthly passes may be at the Transit information booth at the 
downtown bus stop on Pacific and Soquel, or any branch of the County 
bank.

the large number of summer 
cottages and homes available: for 
winter rentals. However, as 
enrollments at Cabrillo and UCSC 
have grown, it appears that this 


stock is being more or less fully. 


utilized. Any further increase in low 
cost housing will have to come 
from new construction, or from 
overcrowding existing units. 

The supply of low’ income 
housing downtown is hardly in- 
creasing. As students have been 
finding out, most of the available 
rentals are for higher income 
groups. Single family homes 
constitute 70% of new. con- 


struction in this county, and these - 


average $37,000 to $41,00 in 
purchase price. Few students are 
able to afford the rental costs for 
such units. The amount of multiple 
dwelling units that are being 
constructed is only half of the 
projected demand. Although 62%. 


of the $tudents who live off- 
campus feside within the Santa 
Cruz city limits, there have been no 
housing units constructed in the 
city to meet student needs. 

The University is approaching 
this problem with the idea of 
making it more attractive for 
students to live on campus. 
However, without new housing 
being built the University residence 
halls can do little to alleviate the 
long-term shortage. As of last 
Friday. dormitory snaces were filled 
in all but \two colleges,a dn a 
waiting list for on-campus housing 
already had 64 names on it. 

Even if more on-campus housing 


becomes available, UCSC will have _ 


to keep its room and board rates 
down if it is to remain at all com- 
in all but two colleges, and a 
petetive with off campus housing. 
This may not be an easy thing to 
do, since the debt service costs for 
Oakes College and any other new 


housing are sure to maintain up- 
ward pressure on rates. 

Apparently, the county is 
planning on new contruction for 
students in the Live Oak area. The 
city is likewise predicting an ex- 
pansion in the housing supply. 
Unfortunately, it will be some time 
before any new housing built in 
either the city or county has any 
real effect on demand. Presently, 
the number of contruction permits 
is trailing behind even last years’s 
levels, which, in turn, trailed the 
record growth in 1973. The 
situation may improve over the 
coming years, but the problem is 
tight here and now. 

The campus Housing Office has 
taken some steps to alleviate the 
immediate problem. They have a 
table set up outside their offices in 
Central Services where listings of 
available housing in town are 
maintained. They have been 
soliciting rental listings throughout

When we consider the relative weight of 
the wheel and its rider, and think of its apparently frail construction, 
and then remember the severe strains to which it is subjected in 
service, we are compelled to admire its design, the strength of its 
parts, and the perfection of its workmanship. When a machine of this 
character, so delicate in its component parts and so finely adjusted, is 
in need of repair, it should evidently be taken to one who will un- 
derstand the difficulty and who knows how to apply the proper
